REMARKS 


Rejected claims 1-7 have been canceled and a typographical error in 
claim 16 has been corrected. 

Applicant affirms the election of claims 1-16 with traverse. Applicant 
requests that the restriction requirement be withdrawn because claims 17- 
20 contain or require all of the structure and all of the relationships stated 
in the Examiner's reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter on 
page 10 of the Office Action. Therefore claims 17-20 obviously recite 
patentable subject matter. Applicant is a very small business, and the cost 
of filing a second patent application to include allowable claims that are 
already in this application would be an onerous and unnecessary burden. 

Accordingly, applicant requests that this application be passed to 
issue with claims 8-20.
